In addition to this the useful 
peacetime labors of the society 
were maintained. These include 
Junior Red Cross work among 
1.0TT local branches with a mem 
bership of 31,000, the manage 
ment of five outpost hospitals and 
six first aid stations at dangerous 
places on the provincial highways.
